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* North Vietnam - South Vietnam : Hanoi is giving 
heavy propaganda play to the Viet Cong shelling of 
the Bien Hoa airfield. 

A North Vietnamese radiobroadcast yesterday 
described the act as illustrating the determination of 
the "South Vietnamese People’s Armed Forces" to 
step up their attacks to contribute to the defense of 
"the northern part of the Fatherland." The broad- 
cast took pains to point up the strategic strike capa- 
bility of the B-57s hit in the attack, and indicated 
an expectation that many other "brilliant" exploits 
would follow. 

A reaction operation initiated by government 
forces following the Bien Hoa shelling searched the 
area north and east of the airfield, but terminated 
at sunset the next day without making contact. No 
significant Viet Cong military activity has been re- 


ported in the last 24 hours.
